“Under the General Staff system, 
in time. of peace, there will be a rigid 
investigation of all branches of the ser- 
vice. Information will. be gathered 
by members of the General Staff con- 
cerning the resources of all the world 
powers. Imaginary campaigns will be 
planned against them ' 

“Roads and bridges, climate and the 
possibility of sustaining an army on 
the soil of foreign countries will be 
cavefully considered. With the infor- 


1 mation collated by the members of the 


General Staff, the head of the army 
will have at immediate command every 
detail needed for the direction of an 
army of offence or defense. This does 
not mean the bullding up of a military 
system which shall endanger, even re- 
motely, existing institutions. 

“It does not mean that the nation 
proposes to engage in war, or that the 
authorities fear a world struggle. On 
the contrary, the theory behind the 
movement for a new and better army 
is that a state of preparedness is the 
best insurance against war. 

“World powers who keep a sleepless 
eye on our movements will know the 
moment the General Staff movement is 
put into operation. They will be re- 
strained by the knowledge that we, 
too, have taken to the study of military 
defense as a. science, and on modern

the exporting nations for foreign trade. 
That this*foreign trade is increasing 
is evident. The people of the world are 
purchasing more goods per capita, at 
the present time, than ever before in 
the history of civilization. This is heid 
to be due to the more general spread 
of education, with a corresponding in- 
crease in individual wants, and not a 
little to the. stimulus which results to 
trade from constant and competitive 
solicitation for business. 

The American consuls, and in fact 
the consuls of all the leading countries, 
are constantly urging upon homé 
manufacturers that personal represen- 
tation by men familiar with the lan- 
guage and customs of the country in 
whica they are trying to sell goods is 
the only sure way of buiiding up an 
intelligent trade. American manufac- 
turers are not in.the lead in this en- 
terprise, for it will be found that Ger- 
many, France, Austria, Russia and 
Japan are making an effort, which 
seems to be followed by considerable 
success, to — the products of 
their industriés upon a familiar footing 
in all countries where there is new 
trade to be secured. 


Some of the leading American manu- 
facturers have combined and are send- 
ing a perambulating sample expedition, 
organized upon an extensive scale, to 
travel through all parts of Russia. The

Consul Haynes writes from Rouen, 
France, that the French people . are 
concernéd with a serious crisis in the 
matter of a supply of raw cotton, 
which is selling at the highest price 
obtained. since 1895, It was thought, 
last year, that there was a big crop 
ahead, and the manufacturers did not 
buy. This position was taken by the 
mill men throughout Europe. The situ- 
ation has .thoroughly aroused the 
French manufacterers to their depen- 
dence upon the United States, 

M. Pierre Baudin, ex-Minister of Pu- 
blic Works, in commenting upon the 
situation says: ‘‘The market is domi- 
nated by one fact which directly men- 
aces the consumers and manufacturers 
of the Old World. It is the develop- 
ment of American manufactured goods. 
Heretofore American cotton needed us 
as much as we needed it, but now 
American spindles are using what we 


multiplied sufficiently there to absorb 
all the twelve or fifteen million bales 
harvested in the United States, Eu- 
rope would for the most part be com- 
pelled to close her milis.” 

As a possible remedy for this depen- 
dence upon the United States cotton 
crop, the Minister\suggests that. the 
colonial cotton aréa be enlarged as 
much as possible. Investigations have 
been made in South Africa, and triaw 
are in progress in| the Soudan and in

leading economical \journals of Paria, 
in commenting upon these facts, saya: 
“We are dependent upon America for 
our cotton, We are dependent upon 
America for our woolen industry.

Consul-General Hughes, writing from 
Coburg, sends an extract from a South 
African export journal, in which it is 
predicted that the dependence of the 
British cotton mills upon the Unitel 
States will soon be greatly modified. 
This article says in part: “Samples of 
Rhodesian cotton have been dealt with 
by a Liverpool cotton broker, and it 
has been found that they will be able 
to command the highest prices on the 
Liverpool! market for white cotton. A 
wyndicate has been formed to embark 
in cotton growing in Rhodesia for the 
British market. It is to engage.in the 
enterprise under special advantages. 
The cropping of some of the varietics 
is continuous, and during the harvest- 
ing period of the crop there is an am- 
ple, even overwhelming, supply of na- 
tive labor available on the _ spot. 
There appears no difficiity in the way 
of securing a permanent African cot- 
ton supply. Of. the economic value of 
such a market to the country we need 
gay nothing. It is obvious.” 


The Bureau of Statistics, in view of 
the intense interest now ta in En- 
rope_in ‘the American cotton crop, has 
compfied some figures showing the in- 
creasing proportion of the crop which 
ie now used by American mills. Thee 
figures show that, of the world's cot- 
ton crop for the six years ending June 
30, 1992, the United States produced 
74.6 per cent., and that for the entire 
six years, the total production was only 
192,866 bales more than the consump- 
tion. From 1899 to the present day the 
prices of the raw product have risen 
steadily. The press throughout Eu- 
rope is earnestly insisting upon a new 
supply of raw cotton to be secured by 
developing virgin areas on the African 
continent, and it is claimed that every 
encouragement has resulted from care- 
ful and business-like experiments 
which have been made in that direc- 
tion.

They are created largely for the pur- 
pose of developing the new territory 
of Quintana Roc in Yucatan, and all 
import duties on goods to be consumed 
in this territory are temporarily sus- 
pended. 


The introduction of American pork 
into Turkey is no longer prohibited. 
Consul G. Bie Ravndal at Beirut, in 
speaking of this change of policy, says: 
“On April 20, 1881, the Sublime Porte 
issued a decree prohibiting, ‘in conse- 
quence of the existence of trichinae in 
the salt pork imported from America,’ 
importation of this meat into the em- 
pire. A year later, this measure of in- 
terdiction was extended to ham and 
lard of the same source. Minister 
Wallace observed in those days that 
in spite of the decree nearly nine- 
tenths of. the salted meats con 
in Turkey would continue to be Amer- 
ican under some foreign brand. While 
this prediction has proved correct to 
some extent, it is interesting to learn 
that the Turkish government, fn | 
to representations made in April, 1 
by Mr. Griscom, chargé d'affaires, and 
ia March, 1901, by Minister Leishmen, 
has removed the prohibition against 
the importation of American pork 
products. Importations of this char- 
acter must be accompanied by certifi- 
cates from the sanitary authorities at 
the point of departure, authenticated 
i by the Turkish Consul, showing that 
the article has been miscroscopically 
examined and found clean. On arrival 
in a Turkish port, the shipment wil 
be examined again, and admitted if 
found perfectly sound, otherwise itewill 
be returned. On Februarv 2, 1900, I 
stated that grocers here wanted Amer- 
ican hams for this market. I would 
now recommend that exporters at 
home take advantage of the opening 
afforded. Correspondence should be 
addressed to Fadoul Ribiez, Georg e 
Komnos, or Najib Letayf of Beirut:

Consul Jackson at La Roche He, 
France, writes very positively concern- 
ing the requirements of the French im- 
port trade. He says: “American ex- 
porters very often judge the value o 
their goods and the needs of foreign 
purchasers by their own standard. This 
standard may be true, as far as the 
conditions of the United States are 
concerned, and partly or entirely false 
when applied to other countries. 
‘American manufacturer should know 
the requirements of the people whose 
trade he seeks, and should try to sat- 
isfy them. 

“The French have fixed habits, from 
which they do not easily change, mor 
wish to change.. Once satisfied with 
a certain manufactured product and 
theroughly accustomed to it, they will 
not change except from, imability to 
obtain it or for marked improvement 
in some new article, which must be 
clearly demonstrated. Everybody wants 
the best, but the improved article or 
new product must be brought to the 
attention of the prospective purchaser 
in a very definite fashion. 

“American exporters desirous of do- 
ing business in France must adapt 
themselves to the needs of the country. 
Their circulars should be printed, and 
their correspondence carried on in 
French. Their commercial travelers 
should speak that language. The fact 
that neither buyer nor seller under- 
stands the other well causes at least 
hesitation and detail in reaching bust- 
ness, The French think, and perhaps 
with more or less reason, that we are 
not always careful in_ our business 
methods, and although sincere in 
recommending our goods, are very 
often not sufficiently acquainted with 
the qualities they possess. We send 
our wares to France. declaring that 
there are none better. This may be per- 
feetly true from our point of view, but 
the natural richness of our country has 
rendered us more or less prodigal, and 
we have not made the careful study of 
the economic values of certain products 
that have been made in France. Let 
us take two commodities, coal and 
lubricating oils, for instance. Several 
million tons of coal are imported an- 
nualty, while the entire quantity of pe- 
troleum used is Important. -The neces- 
sity of buying from another country. 
of paying transport and high duty, has 
forced a careful study in economical 
values, by means of theoretic compu- 
tation, most delicate laboratory. tests 
and practical experiments. Most of the

‘@e? exporters, in order to further 
_their own interests, should also, as far 
as their relations with France are con- 
cerned, adapt their business to the 
metric system of weights and measures. 
There is nothing more annoying to a 
French purchaser than to be forced to 
make a reduction of our weights to the 
very reasonable and logical metric sys- 


tern. 

“I belleve that our commercial rela- 
tions In France can be greatly aug- 
mented by a better mutual understand- 
ing of business habits and the ulre- 
ments of the market. The friendliness 
of these relations would be still further 
enhanced by the total disappearance 
of that suspicion which owes fts exist- 
ence to lack of acquaintance. 

“No man has a keener sense of busi- 
ness honor than a Frenchman. Culti- 
vation af his acquaintance by actual 
contact in business will dispel on both 
sides any doubts of the genuineness of 
American or French sincerity.”

England’s Common School System. 
England's common-school system is 
peculiar. It is a chaotic dual system. 
There are, first, the voluntary schools— 
church-controlled schools, founded and 
supported by voluntary effort, with the 
aid of the government. Then there are 
the board schools, organized within the 
last thirty years, maintained by the 
municipalities, with government aid. 
The board schools have been called 
“Godless schools" by the churchmen, 
because they are founded on this pro- 
vision: “No religious catechism or re- 
ligious formulary which is distinctive 
of any rticular denomination shall 
be taught in the school.” The 12,000 
church schools, with 2600 other volun- 
tary schools of Roman and non-con- 
formist churches, instruct 3,200,000 chil- 
dren; the new board. schools have 
2,600,000 children enrolled. Under the 
cloak of nationalizing the school - 
tem, and bringing all the schools un- 
der popular control, the education bill 
charges the taxpayers with the sup- 
port of the church schools. As a sop to

Pastor = Smale preached upor 
the life faith yesterday morning. 
Hie text was from Matthew xiv, 31: 
“Q thou of little faith, wherefore didst 
thou doubt.” 

“Sqme one,” he said, “remarked that 
ali the experiences of a Christian are 
not Christian experiences, and cer- 
tainly those are not that take their 
rise in doubt and unbelief. By faith 
alone do we rise into the life of God 
and have fellowship with the Father 
and with His Son Jesus Christ, yet the 
doubter ig the common, and the 
Hever the exceptional being In th 
world. Faith is objected to as mystl- 
sal, and as making religion hard and 
almost impracticable of realisation. 
How many sigh before the demands 
of faith and say, if only we could see 
the physical Christ,* how much easier 
would the Christian life be. But our 
context is a rebuke to all such 
thoughts; and so is all Christian his- 
tory.’ For instance what little Chris- 
tian Mfe there is to remark in the 
ai of Christ while He was phys- 
ically with them. Elementary spirit- 
val truths for the most part were not 
understood by them, and the realm 
of sense dominated their conceptions 
and conduct so that they were almost 
strahgers to the real things and ways 
of God. But how changed these very 
same people from the beginnig of the 
spiritual dispensation. They were 
transformed, walking the earth and 
doing their work as mew creatures, 
and Christ, who in the days of His 
flesh, was a mysterious person, 
perceived in clearest outline, a Be- 
ing of whom they could speak, In the 
fervent language of certitude, and the 
Bible became to them a book of life, 
pulsating with present-day messages. 
You may then underscore this in your 
thinking, that the early disciples 
found the life of faith in reticion to 
be far easier than the life of sensuous 
sight. The spiritual dispensation has 
made better men than the physical 
dispensation. Faith has. done more 
for man than sight. And would you 
know the measure. of your possibilities, 
inquire as to the measure of your 
faith and you will then have disclosed 
to you the great secret.
